COUNTER ATTACKS BY THE ENEMY 


EXTREMELY VIOLENT ON WHOLE LINE 


Assaulting Forces Manage to Cling to New Positions— 


Brimont Fort Which Has Been Bombarding Rheims 
and Vicinity For Two Years Now Threatened By Gen, 
Nivelle's Troops—German Losses Estimated at 100.000 
Killed, Wounded and Missing—Victory Hailed In 
France As Demonstration of Courage of Troops 
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Paris, April 17.—The great offen- 


sive opened by the French along a 25 
mile front from Soissons to Rheims 
Is likely to extend still farther to- 
morrow or the day after. 
The tre- 


mendouV assault <m the German lines 
had long been carefully planned and 
for a month past French artillery 
had been pounding the enemy's posi- 
tion. 


The Germans were well aware of 


what was coming, as they showed by 
a number of furious attacks made 
notably at Sapigneul and Godat farm, 
with the object of finding out some- 
thing definite in regard to the French 
preparation. The invaders had man- 
ned naturally formidable 
positions 


with effective defences amounting te- 
at least 20 divisions and an enormous 
number of guns, well supplied with 
munitions. 


The battle opened on the left of 


the line where, shortly after S in the 
morning the French infantry swep' 
forward in ah irresistible wave. In 
spite of a stiff resistance J;he Germans 
were driven back and inside of half 
an hour prisoners began streaming 
toward the French rear by hundreds 
The struggle was 
hottest east of 


Loivre as well as in the whole sector 
of Berry-Au-Bac and to the east of 
Craonnelle, but the French 
heavj 


shells were too much for the Ger- 
mans and before noon the whole first 
line was won. 


On the right the action began a 


little later in the morning. The 
French met with a very determined 
resistance and the fighting was ter- 
rible. After several hours of -homerlc 
'struggle the French infantry, thanks 
to the support of several hundred 
heavy quicV firing guns forced their 
way into the enemy's first line. In 
the afternoon the Germans counter- 
attacked with extreme violence al- 
most everywhere 
along 
the front. 


The majority of their reserves were 
engaged south and east of the Bri- 


mont ridge. It is from the Brimont 
fort, built on a crest which dominates 
all the plain around that the Ger- 
mans have bombarded 'the' city of 
Rheims. The French troops are now 
very close to this ridge which is like- 
ly to play a prominent part in the 
coming fighting. In capturing L.olvrs 
they have drawn nearer to Bermer- 
icoqurt to have gone far beyond the 
famous positions which they lost in 
the first weeks of the war and failed 
to win back at 
the 
Battle of the 


Marne. According to the latest news 
reaching 
Paris the Germans are 


bombarding tiie lost trenches furious- 
ly, counter attack after counterattack 
having been delivered far into the 
night. 
The struggle is particularly 


fierce in the region of Craonue but 
the French have so far managed to 
hold their gains. 
The French ad- 


vance averages in depth from two to 
two and a helf miles beyond the Ger- 
man first position which is composed 
of lines of five and six trenches, one 
behind another.

tional defense to supervise distribu-

HOW AMERICAN GUN GREW 


OVERLOOKED FIRST CHANCE 


Dirty Little Ship Was Planting 


Barrels of "Fish" In Course 


Of United States Liner. 


Just as the American liner St. Louis 


•was entering the last day's journey 
and beginning again her bursts of 
speed through the zone off Kantucket 
on the return voyage of an armed 
American ship to Europe one of the 
stokers dropped out entirely. He tried 
to stand the pace and protested against 
giving up, but they pulled him away 
froin the furnaces, aud a few hours 
later lie died. And a few hours after 
that, at Easter Sunday noou, there 
were a few mumbled words ove,r a 
black box and an American flag, and 
then a splasli in the sea. 


"We have threaded the twisted paths 


of death, and here we are," said Cap- 
tain Hartley in telling of the trip. 
Then he told of the disappointment of 
the naval gun crews in not having a 
cliance to try American guus on Ger- 
man steel. 


"Three hours in tlie submarine zone 


and no fritzies yet," said one blue- 
jacket- disgustedly as tlie ship neared 
the Irish coast. 


The gunner missed a chance at the 


finest target of the eighteen day voy- 
age the following morning when a 
dirty little iron steamer, with rust all 
over her disreputable sides and a tat* 
tered and soiled Norwegian Sag at her 
taffrail, a picture of commercial inno- 
cence, sailed diagonally across the 
course of the St. Louis as the armed 
American liner moved up to the en- 
trance of the Mersey.. 


Inside this innocent little smack and 


on her greasy decks were barrels of 
•fish" that the captain said were to be 
taken to Cardiff. But the captain was 
planting his "fish" in the muddy wa- 
ters of the Mersey, where no trawlers 
or mine sweepers or cargo ships could 
see them. Half an hour after the St. 
Louis had passed up the channel a 
trawler was blown up by one of 100 
mines strewn in the four square miles 
by tho rusty tramp, and half an hour 
after that a 3,000 ton cargo boat, the 
Kelvin head, 'struck another one of the 
Norwegian "fish"' and went down. 


When the St. Louis reached the bar 


of the Mersey she found that her pilot 
bad failed- to appear to take the ship 
into the river, aud the liner had to 
steam up and down in this mined re- 
gion for seven hours while waiting for 
the tide to rise so that sbc could get 
over the bar. A few hours later Brit- 
ish trawlers aud mine sweepers picked 
up eighty-two mines in the waters 
where she had been taking her morn- 
ing cruise-

Charges 
of 
disloyalty 
against 


membern of the city 
council were 


made at

night's meeting by 


Councilman Seward whpn his ordi- 
nance, requiring all business houses, 
factories, churches and public build- 
ings to display the American Hag, 
under penalty of a f'ne of $1 to $25, 
was killed. Its legality was 
ques- 


tioned and members who opposed 
Mr. Seward's measure claimed that 
their opposition was based upon the 
folly of passing an ordinance which 
could not be enforced. 
Smarting 
under 
Mr. 
Seward's 


charges, the other members hurried- 
ly caused a resolution to be drawn 
up, "requesting" 
all 
residents of 


the city to display the flag at their 
homes and places or business. This 
brought some stinging remarks from 
Mr. Seward 
who claimed that a 


scheme was concocted to discredit 
his eftort. 
The resolution however, 


was adopted with a clause, "request- 
ing" the newspapeis to publish the 
resolution. 


The patriotism of Mr. Seward was 


impugned by the majority and the 
patriotism of the majority was im- 
pugned by Mr. Seward but to the 
"innocent bystander," it was difficult 
to see where either side gained any- 
thing. Mr. Seward's contention was 
that his ordinance, -whether it could 
be enforced or not, was as effective 
as the resolution, and that it was 
out of place to make it compulsory 
as no one would venture to fight its 
enforcement because ol public senti- 
ment which would be aroused. 
He 


declared that he was prompted to 
introduce the measure because of a 
complaint made to him that a local 
business man was not 
allowed to 


display the tlag because of the ob- 
jection ol the owner of the property 
he occupied. 
This was one of the propositions 


coming before council which caused 
some discussion on the part of mem- 
bers. There were a half dozen oth- 
ers which precipitated a more 
or 


less 
spirited 
debate. The 
other 


questions were, the proposed paving 
of Neal avenue, the amendment of 
the fire department ordinance to in- 
clude "drivers or chauffeurs" instead 
of just drivers, and the amendment 
to the police ordinance providing 
for 
the 
appointment of a "plain 


clothes" man for duty in the business 
district of the city. 
, Taking it all in all. the meeting 


compared favorably with doxens of 
others in which prolonged caucuses 
before meetings failed to remove.the 
points on which members disagreed. 


In spite of the expressed protest 


avainst> late starts, it was after 
8 


o'clock -when the meeting finally was 
called to order. All members 
were 


present and a number of the city of- 
ficials 
occupied seats 
within the 


railing. 
The street committee recommend- 


ed a side walk in Chestnut street and 
in front of the Scheidler property in 
Chester street.

Aluminum and Oxygen. 


Aluminum is in many ways 'a won- 


derful substance, albeit in the natural 
world most of it is oildised and turned 
to clay. Its aridity for oxygen is one 
of its most salient characteristics- It is 
said that one never sees the metal, di- 
rectly, in air, but always and only 
through a veil of superficial oside 
which forms on its free surface with 
marvelous rapidity. It is stated that if 
a fresh surface of aluminum be pre-| 
pared by scraping with a knife the 
oxygen of the air runs in as fast as the 
scale is peeled off and keeps close be- 
hind the knife blade. 


If it were not for this snperficia 


scale of oxide, which acts as a barrier 
to further action, the metal would burn 
up or deflagrate in air. The large 
amount of heat developed by thermit, 
a mixture ef powdered aluminum with 
oxygen giving substances, bears wit- 
ness to the activity of the oxidizing 
lirocess when completed.—Washington 
Star.

The boys' are willing, we 


sent out 15 enlistment papers to 
have parents sign and

came back, this shows that the par- 
ents are to blame." 


Mr. Maahs stated he went in the 


navy as an apprentice seaman for 
?16 a month and today he has a 
salary of $165 a month. Many men 
do better and many do worse.'' Mr. 
Maahs then outlined his experience 
and told how a number of seniors 
in the high school here had enlisted 
and ho'tt in August they would have 
the privilege of taking the examina- 
tion TO eater the Annapolis prepara- 
tory school.

undesirables. 


TJiis is not so. When a man comes 
into my office I look him over and 
if he does not seem a man I want to 
live along side of, eat beside or sleep 
beside I merely tell him we cannot 
use him. Mothers, do not be afraid 
to leave your sons leave your home. 
They are not getting in bad company 
and at the training school they are 
taught how to take care of them- 
selves. It makes better men out of

during the past few weeks and that 
he thought the time had come for 
him to get into action. 
He visited 


the navy recruiting headquarters but 
was told he was too old and when 
asked what he could do he was told 
to "talk to others."'

for us all. It will take time for us 
to find what our duty is to be but 
we will all have that duty. 
If we
